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OUR POLICE HAIL OF FAME 




CHIEF HARRY A. JENKINS 
UNION CITY, NEW JERSEY 




"A 



BOY occupied in good wholesome 
sports competition is no.t an idle boy, 
and hence is much less likely to get 
trouble" 



These words were Spoken by Chief Harry A. 
Jenkins, of Union City, New Jersey, before the 
members of the International Chiefs of Police 
Association. Chief Jenkins was well qualified to 
speak about youth activities, as the work which 
he instigated and carried out with the youth of 
Union City has set a fine example for every city 
in the United States. 

Chief Jenkins' greatest interest in life has 
been, and always will be, young people. For the 
forty years he has served on the police depart- 
ment he has worked to develop a youth program 
that will effectively curb juvenile delinquency. 

"Today we have worked out a planned activ- 
ity schedule that is doing the sort of job I want 
to see done. Our program is no better than that 
of many other cities in the country," Chief 
Jenkins modestly states, "but we have seen defi- 
nite results. Young people have a : great deal of 
energy. This energy can either be used profit- 
ably or can be allowed to waste away. The tattes 



can mean that the youngster will turn to de- 
"structive pursuits to utilize his energy. When 
they are active in sports, youngsters learn the 
clean way of life and the elements of good 
Sportsmanship which are so essential for good 
citizenship." 

The Union City youth program works with 
every young person in town. Everyone is urged 
to participate, and almost all of them do. As a 
consequence, juvenile delinquency has been 
kept at a minimum, and the youth of Union 
City are growing up in a clean, wholesome en- 
vitonment. The Union City civic leaders all 
realize the benefits of Chief Jenkins' program, 
and have cooperated with him to the fullest 
extent by setting aside enough funds to supply 
the young people with excellent equipment. 

Chief Jenkins entered the police department 
of West Hoboken in 1910 as a patrolman. As a 
youngster he had always wanted to be a police 
officer, and he was determined to become a 
chief. It took a great deal of hard work and 
tremendous ability, but in 1935 Harry A. Jenk- 
ins was promoted to Chief of Police. Today, 
his force is composed of 120 men who are re- 
sponsible for the 60,000 people residing in 
Union City. 

Although a great deal of Chief Jenkins' time 
has been spent working with young people, he 
is also directly responsible for the solution of 
one of the most prominent cases in the history 
of New Jersey. 

A few years ago. silk thieves were extremely 
active in New Jersey. These criminals broke 
into mills and stole truckloads of silks costing 
manv thousands of dollars. Early one morning 
two Union City policemen attempted to stop a 
truck that they suspected of carrying stolen 
silk- One of the police officers was killed, and 
the other severely wounded "When I was 
awakened and told of the murder, I vowed that 
every criminal concerned would be caught," 



Chief Jenkins declared. "The police officer 
killed was one of my closest friends. 

"Our first break in the case came about two 
months later. We picked up a man who was 
suspected of dealing with stolen goods, and 
took him down to headquarters for questioning. 
The man seemed unnecessarily nervous and jit- 
tery, and before we could question him at all, 
he confessed that he was the driver of the truck 
that had been used in the killing of Sgt. Knight. 
This was the break I was waiting for." 

The capture of the other five criminals took 
more than two years, but Chief Jenkins was 
true to his word. Every criminal involved io 
the murder was arrested. 

"The capture of these criminals was difficult, 
and often dangerous," the Chief continued. "I 
wanted to be sure that once they were caught 
I would have enough conclusive evidence to 
guarantee their conviction. The assembling of 
sufficient evidence was equally as difficult. After 
the murder, the six criminals had split up, mak- 
ing our job just a little more difficult. About 
four months after the break, I received a phone 
call from a police officer in Pennsylvania, re- 
porting that one of the suspects might be work- 
ing in his town. 

"I took a quick trip down there, but the mart 
in question was completely innocent. I followed 
up twenty other similar calls in every part of 
New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, but 
they all turned out to be false leads. The first 
of the remaining five criminals was caught in 
upper New York State. I went there to follow 
up on a tip that looked good, and for the first 
time it paid off. He was working in a grocery 
store, and evidently became suspicious when we 
arrived. He immediately went home and packed. 
I caught him just as he was leaving his room.. 
He cnuldn't even put up a fight. He was hand- 
cuffed before he could reach for his gun."

"The first murderer we caught gave us a lead 
to the next. He was hiding out in Pennsylvania 
in a little shack in the woods. I checked on his 
movements for a few days, and discovered that 
he rarely left his house. Groceries were deliv- 
ered by a boy from town, and were handed 
through a partially -closed door. I decided to 
take the place of the delivery boy and tried to 
gain entrance to his shack. I stationed three 
policemen a few hundred yards from the house 
and approached the shack, a bag of groceries 
covering a gun that was in my hand. I knocked 
on the door, and it was partly opened. A gruff 
voice from within growled, 'What d'ya want?' 
'Groceries, sir,' I answered. He shouted out, 
'How come the regular boy ain't here?' Before 
1 could answer, the door was slammed in my face. 

"I knocked again and was told to go away. 
I wanted 10 gain entrance as peacefully as pos- 
sible, so I tried to sneak around the back 
towards a window. Just as I neared one, a shot 
rang out over my head. The murderer knew I 
was a police officer. Fortunately his shot missed. 



"As soon as he shot at me, my men opened 
fire and moved in to capture him. I kept down 
and edged my way towards a back window. 
Evidently he figured I was dead. By this time, 
there was a good deal of firing going on. My 
men were purposely shooting high in order to 
avoid hitting me and gradually I neared the 
back window. When I reached it, I looked in 
and saw the criminal firing out the other side 
of the house, his back towards me. His arrest 
was relatively simple when he realized that he 
would be killed if he moved at all." 

The last of the quintet of murderers finally 
was traced down and arrested two years later. 
Chief Jenkins' patience and hard work had 
paid off. 

"The interesting thing about this case is that 
I am absolutely convinced that if these six mur- 
derers had received adequate outlet for their 
energy as youths, they would never have begun 
their criminal way of life. It is extremely im- 
portant that we never forget this fact, because 
ctimes like this should never have taken place."
